The  1994  Annual  Town  Report  is  gratefully  dedicated  to  Police  Chief 
Neil  R.  Parker  Sr.  On  his  retirement  this  year,  Chief  Parker  will  have  completed 
service  to  the  town  of  Kingston  that  began  in  1 960. 

Bom  in  Haverhill,  Ma.,  in  1937,  Neil  Parker  first  came  to  New  Hamp- 
shire as  a  resident  of  Newton.  His  family  moved  to  King  *on  when  Neil  was  seven 
years  old.  He  attended  D.J.  Bakie  Elementary  School  from  grade  two,  then  at- 
tended Sanborn  Seminary,  the  current  site  of  Sanborn  Regional  High  School. 

In  1957,  Neil  Parker  entered  active  duty  with  the  United  States  Navy  for 
two  years.  He  remained  in  the  Navy  Reserves  for  six  years  after  that.  He  went  on 
to  seek  and  gain  employment  at  Western  Electric  Co.,  currently  AT&T. 

Neil  Parker  became  an  active  member  of  the  Kingston  Police  force  in 
1960,  as  a  part  time  officer  for  the  force.  He  was  elected  part  time  Police  Chief  in 
1968,  then  became  the  town's  first  elected  full  time  Police  Chief  in  1972.  For  the 
past  23  years.  Chief  Parker  has  held  that  office,  becoming  an  integral  part  of  the 
Kingston  community. 

In  addition  to  his  police  duties.  Chief  Parker  has  been  an  involved  citizen 
in  many  areas  of  Kingston.  He  served  on  the  Kingston  Safety  Committee,  the 
Kingston  Lions  Club  and  various  other  boards  and  committees.  Neil  spent  some 
time  as  an  E.M.T.  for  Kingston's  Fire  Department  and  even  sat  on  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America,  proving  his  willingness  to  serve  his  com- 
munity many  times  over. 

The  dedication  of  Neil  Parker  to  the  Town  of  Kingston  is  unquestionable 
and  for  that  reason,  the  town  welcomes  this  chance  to  offer  its  own  dedication  to  a 
man  who  represents  admirably  the  spirit  of  Kingston's  citizens.

Amend  Section  D.  Use  Regulations,  paragraph  3,  Building  Setbacks,  of 
the  Kingston  Shoreline  Protection  District,  by  changing  the  setback  distance  for 
the  placement  of  structures  from  the  present  requirement  of  1 50  feet  to  75  feet  and 
by  incorporating  additional  standards  in  paragraph  5,  vegetative  buffer  relating  to 
the  kinds  of  uses  and  extent  of  development  permitted  within  the  buffer  area.

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Complete  text  of  this  amendment  is  as  follows:  (which  was  defeated) 

AMEND  THE  BUILDING  SETBACK  WITHIN  THE  SHORELINE 
PROTECTION  DISTRICT,  SECTION  D  TO  READ  AS  FOLLOWS: 

3.  BUILDING  SETBACKS  No  building  (except  any  accessory  building  permit- 
ted as  a  Conditional  Use),  shall  be  constructed  on  or  moved  to  a  site  within  sev- 
enty-five (75)  feet  or  the  current  Floodplain  line,  whichever  is  greater,  from  the 
shoreline  of  the  Great  Ponds,  the  Little  River  or  the  Pow  Wow  River  or  their  major 
tributaries  as  herein  defined,  or  within  seventy-five  (75)  feet  from  the  shoreline  of 
perennial  brooks  and  streams  located  within  the  River  Corridor  Protection  Dis- 
trict. Septic  systems  or  septic  system  leaching  fields  shall  be  placed  no  closer  than 
one  hundred  (100)  feet  to  the  shoreline  of  those  water  bodies  protected  by  this 
ordinance.  Any  fuel  tanks  must  be  constructed  and  installed  in  a  manner  that 
allows  inspection  to  detect  leaks. 

5.  VEGETATIVE  BUFFER  Where  existing,  a  natural  woodland  buffer  shall  be 
maintained  within  1 50  feet  of  the  shoreline.  Within  this  natural  woodland  buffer, 
the  following  prohibitions  and  limitations  shall  apply: 

a.  not  more  than  a  maximum  of  50  percent  of  the  basal  area  of  trees  and 
a  maximum  of  50  percent  of  the  total  number  of  saplings  can  be  removed  in  a  20 
year  period; 

b.  trees,  saplings,  shrubs  and  ground  covers  removed  for  building  con- 
struction, accessory  structures,  septic  systems,  roadways,  pathways  and  parking 
areas  are  excluded  when  computing  percentage  limits; 

c.  dead,  diseased,  unsafe,  noxious  or  fallen  trees  may  be  removed,  their 
removal  shall  not  be  used  in  computing  percentage  limits; 

d.  stumps  and  their  root  systems  located  within  50  feet  of  the  shoreline 
should  be  left  intact; 

e.  replacement  planting  with  native  or  naturalized  species  may  be  permit- 
ted to  maintain  the  50  percent  level; 

f  dead  and  living  trees  that  provide  dens  and  nesting  places  for  wildlife 
are  encouraged  to  be  preserved,  planting  efforts  that  are  beneficial  to  wildlife  are 
also  encouraged. 

g.  In  addition  to  maintaining  the  required  buffer,  aten  (10)  foot  wide  area 
of  ground  cover  (composed  of  bark  mulch,  crushed  stone,  shrubbery  or  other  suit- 
able material)  shall  be  placed  to  the  shoreside  of  any  structure  or  paved  area  to 
prevent  erosion  and  provide  sediment  control  and  protection  from  other  potential 
pollution  sources  from  leaving  the  site  by  way  of  surface  water  runoff 

ARTICLE  16  -  The  following  is  an  amendment  to  clarify  the  existing 
zoning  ordinance.

4.42.A.ADULTUSES 

1.  Purpose  and  Intent 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  section  to  establish  reasonable  and  uniform  regu- 
lations to  prevent  the  concentration  of  sexually  oriented  businesses  within 
the  Town  of  Kingston;  and,  it  is  the  intent  to  promote  the  health,  safety 
and  general  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Kingston;  and  it  is  the  intent  of  this 
section  that  these  provisions  be  utilized  to  prevent  the  problems  of  blight 
and  deterioration  which  typically  accompany  and  are  brought  about  by 
the  concentration  of  sexually  oriented  businesses;  and  ,  the  provisions  of 
this  section  have  neither  the  purpose  nor  the  effect  of  imposing  limita- 
tions or  restrictions  on  the  content  of  any  communicative  materials,  in- 
cluding sexually  oriented  materials;  and  ,  it  is  not  the  intent  nor  the  effect 
of  this  section  to  restrict  or  deny  access  by  adults  to  sexually  oriented 
materials  protected  by  the  First  Amendment,  or  to  deny  access  by  the 
distributors  and  exhibitors  of  sexually  oriented  entertainment  to  their  in- 
tended market;  and,  neither  is  it  the  intent  nor  effect  of  this  section  to 
condone  or  legitimize  the  distribution  of  obscene  material. 

2.  Adult  Uses  Defined 

The  term  adult  use  shall  mean  and  include  the  following:  any  business 
where  more  than  25%  of  the  gross  revenues,  25%  or  more  of  the  stock 
and  trade,  or  25%  or  more  of  the  goods  or  paraphernalia  displayed  are 
of  a  sexually  oriented  or  sexually  explicit  nature.  Such  goods  and 
paraphernalia  include,  but  are  not  limited  to  sexually  explicit  books, 
videos,  movies,  devices,  computer  software,  and  marital  aids.  Examples 
of  adult  uses  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  theatres  or  mini-motion  pic- 
ture displays  where  sexually  explicit  films  or  videos  are  shown,  nude 
modelling  studios,  massage  parlors,  escort  agencies  or  sexual  encounter 
centers. 

3.  Where  Allowed 

Adult  uses  shall  be  allowed  in  the  Rural  Residential  Zone  only,  provided 

that  the  following  locational  standards  and  site  appearance  criteria  are 

complied  with: 

A.  No  structure  containing  an  adult  use  shall  be  allowed  within  1,000 
feet  of  the  property  line  of  a  church,  cemetery,  school,  day  care  cen- 
ter, or  within  500  feet  of  a  residential  structure. 
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B.  No  sexually  explicit  material  or  advertising  shall  be  visible  from 
outside  the  building. 

C.  No  private  viewing  rooms  or  booths  shall  be  constructed  unless  one 
side  is  always  open  to  a  public  central  area. 

D.  No  one  under  the  age  of  18  shall  be  permitted  inside  such  a  use  and  a 
procedure  shall  be  developed  to  keep  those  under  18  from  entering  the 
building. 

4.  Restrictions  on  Other  Retail  Uses 

For  those  retail  uses  permitted  by  right  in  the  Rural  Residential  Zone 
which  sell  sexually  explicit  goods  and  paraphernalia  but  do  not  meet  the 
25%  thresholds  outlined  in  Section  2,  such  goods  and  paraphernalia  shall 
be  located  either  behind  a  counter,  or  in  a  separate  room  or  enclosure 
where  citizens  under  the  age  of  1 8  are  not  allowed  to  enter.  Such  sexu- 
ally explicit  goods  and  paraphernalia  must  be  located  so  that  the  materi- 
als in  question  are  not  within  view  of  minors  or  readily  visible  to  child- 
dren. 

ARTICLE  20  -  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  #6  as  proposed  by 
the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  of  Kingston  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

Add  a  new  definition  in  the  definitions  section  of  the  Kingston  Flood- 
plain  Development  Ordinance  which  provides  a  definition  of  recreational  vehicle. 
Addition  of  this  definition  is  required  to  insure  Kingston's  compliance  with  and 
continued  participation  in  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program.

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MINUTES  OF  CONTINUED  TOWN  MEETING  AT  SWASEY 
GYMNASIUM  -  MARCH  9,  1994 

The  Moderator,  Electra  L.  Alessio,  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  7  PM, 
and  all  saluted  the  flag.  She  then  introduced  the  Selectmen:  Donald  W.  Briggs,  Jr., 
Chairman  Stamatios  Yiokarinis,  and  Jeremy  D.  Russman:  the  Town  Clerk-Tax 
Collector,  Bettie  C.  Ouellette;  and  the  Budget  Committee:  Henry  Chabot,  Norman 
Hurley,  Marilyn  Bartlett,  Roxanne  Moore,  Dorothy  Wagner,  James  Rankin,  Wil- 
liam Eckel,  Colleen  Hammond,  Ellen  Faulconer  and  Chairman  Carroll  Wright. 
She  specified  an  area  to  her  left  as  the  non-voting  section. 

The  Moderator  announced  the  results  of  yesterday's  balloting,  including 
the  seven  zoning  questions.  She  stated  that  a  quorum  is  not  required,  and  if  there 
were  no  objections,  the  meeting  would  proceed.  All  votes  were  by  voice,  unless 
otherwise  specified. 

ARTICLE  2  -  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $2,04 1 ,868.00  to  defray  Town 
charges  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  amount  was  $18,000  higher  than  the  amount 
printed  in  the  Warrant  because  this  was  added  to  the  Highway  Department  for 
plowing  and  salt.  The  motion  was  made  by  Carroll  Wright  and  seconded  by  Ellen 
Faulconer. 

ARTICLE  3  -  This  article,  relative  to  raising  and  appropriating  the  sum  of  $9,000.00 
to  be  placed  in  the  Fire  Department  budget  to  fund  the  Fire  Department  Physical 
Program,  was  defeated.  The  vote  was  taken  after  a  motion  to  cut  off  debate,  made 
by  David  Moore,  was  passed. 

ARTICLE  4  -  The  Moderator  read  the  Article  and  Edward  Conant  made  a  motion 
to  take  up  Article  8  before  Article  4.

Ambulance  and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $49,026.73  from  the  Ambulance 
Capital  Reserve  Fund.  (This  was  $50.00  less  than  printed  in  the  Warrant.)  The 
vote  was  taken  after  a  motion  was  passed  to  cut  off  debate.  When  the  voice  vote 
was  uncertain,  the  Moderator  requested  a  standing  "eye"  vote,  and  she  declared 
the  article  passed. 

ARTICLE  5  -  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $40,000.00  to  be  placed  in  the 
previously  established  Fire  Department  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Apparatus  re- 
placement.

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mental  Disability  Insurance  for  the  members  of  the  Kingston  Fire  Department. 

ARTICLE  7  -  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $3,800.00,  on  a  motion  made 
by  Edward  Conant,  to  be  spent  on  the  Town  of  Kingston's  300th  Celebration  and 
the  Kingston  Fire  Department's  100th  Birthday,  which  is  in  August,  1994.  The 
majority  of  this  money  to  be  spent  refurbishing  the  1925  Graham  Brothers  Dodge 
Pumper  which  is  not  covered  under  the  Fire  Department  budget.  After  a  motion  to 
cut  off  debate,  made  by  David  Conant,  was  passed,  the  article  was  passed.  The 
amount  on  the  original  article  was  $7,000.00,  but  was  reduced  in  the  original  mo- 
tion. 

ARTICLE  9  -  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $15,000.00  to  be  used  to  cover 
the  cost  for  the  installation  of  a  traffic  light  at  the  intersection  of  Route  125  and 
New  Boston  Road,  (on  a  motion  to  change  this  figure  from  $50,000.00,  made  by 
Lesley-Ann  Hume.)

ARTICLE  14  -  It  was  voted  on  a  motion  made  by  Thomas  Eraser  to  table  this 
article  to  permit  the  Trustees  of  the  Nichols  Memorial  Library  (the  public  library) 
to  retain  all  monies  it  receives  from  its  income  generation  equipment  to  be  used 
for  general  repairs  and  upgrading  and  for  the  purchase  of  books.

ARTICLE  19  -  Voted  by  written  ballot  Tuesday. 
ARTICLE  20  -  Voted  by  written  ballot  Tuesday. 
ARTICLE  21  -  Voted  by  written  ballot  Tuesday. 

ARTICLE  22  -  This  article  was  defeated,  relative  to  raising  and  appropriating 
$9,000.00  (amended  from  $10,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  renova- 
tions to  the  Nichols  Memorial  Library  to  comply  with  the  Americans  With  Dis- 
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abilities  Act.  David  Conant  made  a  motion  to  move  the  question,  and  the  article 
did  not  pass. 

ARTICLE  23  -  It  was  voted  to  table  this  article,  to  see  if  the  town  of  Kingston  will 
create  the  following  permanent  positions  for  the  Nichols  Memorial  Library:  Di- 
rector, Assistant  Children's  Librarian,  and  a  Page,  on  a  motion  made  by  Diane  M. 
Vaillant. 

ARTICLE  24  -  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,000.00  to  be 
added  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  established  in  the  1987  Town  Warrant  #46,  for 
the  purpose  of  conservation  land  purchase  and  associated  costs. 

A  motion  was  made  by  David  Welch  to  reconsider  Article  22,  but  it  was  not  passed. 

ARTICLE  25  -  It  was  voted  to  authorize  expenditure  of  funds  in  the  Capital  Re- 
serve Fund  established  in  the  1987  Town  Warrant  #46,  for  the  purchase  of  proper- 
ties identified  on  the  town  Tax  Map  as  R18-33A,  and  R18-31  and  32.

ARTICLE  27  -  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,150.00  for  the 
New  Hampshire  S.P.C.A.,  to  support  the  many  services  they  provide  to  the  Town 
of  Kingston,  including:  Sheltering  and  Adoption  of  Homeless  Animals,  Impound- 
ing Facilities,  Lost  and  Found  Services,  Animal  Cruelty/Neglect  Investigation, 
Assistance  to  Animal  Control  Officers,  Public  Information  Services  and  Referrals, 
Educational  Programs  and  Services,  Pet  Therapy,  and  More. 

ARTICLE  28  -  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  assist 
Cross  Roads  House,  Inc.,  a  non-profit  organization,  in  providing  emergency  shel- 
ter and  transitional  housing  services  to  the  area's  homeless  population. 

At  this  point,  Arthur  Schultz  complemented  James  Rankin  on  being  on 
the  cover  of  the  1993  Town  Report. 

ARTICLE  29  -  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $750.00  to  assist 
the  Greater  Haverhill  Pregnancy  Center,  a  non-profit  organization,  in  providing 
services  to  over  2,000  women  and  their  children  in  this  area. 

ARTICLE  30  -  It  was  voted  to  amend  the  Landfill  Ordinance  as  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  on  August  24,  1 992  and  June  21,1 993  as  follows: 

5.  As  of  July  1,  1993,  no  leaf  or  yard  waste  shall  be  disposed  of  in  the 
Landfill  (R.S.A.  I49-M:22  VI). 

6.  Kingston  residents  may  deliver  "White  Goods"  (which  include  refrigera- 
tors, stoves,  washing  machines,  dryers  and  similar  appliances)  and  oc- 
casional tires  to  the  Kingston  Landfill.  A  charge  of  $15.00  per  white  good 
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item  containing  C.F.C.'s;  $7.50  per  other  white  good  item;  $1.50  per 
passenger  tire;  $5.00  per  light  truck  tire  and  $7.50  per  heavy  (loader) 
truck  tire.  These  fees  must  be  paid  to  the  Landfill  attendant.  Batteries 
and  brush  accepted  at  designated  areas  without  charge. 
Re-number  Regulation  5  to  7  and  regulation  6  to  8.  This  is  to  correct  the 
sequence  of  regulations  in  the  Landfill  Ordinance  only. 

ARTICLE  3  I  -  It  was  voted  to  indemnify  and  save  harmless  for  loss  of  damage 
occurring  after  said  vote,  any  person  employed  by  the  Town  and  any  member  or 
officer  of  its  governing  board,  administrative  staff  or  agencies,  including,  but  not 
limited  to  Selectmen,  from  personal  financial  loss  and  expense  including  reason- 
able legal  fees  and  costs,  if  any,  arising  out  of  any  claim,  demand,  suit  of  judgment 
by  reason  of  negligence  or  other  act  resulting  in  accidental  injury  to  a  person  or 
accidental  damage  to  or  destruction  of  property  if  the  indemnified  person  at  the 
time  of  the  accident  resulting  in  the  injury,  damage  or  destruction  was  acting  in 
the  scope  of  his  employment  or  office,  as  set  forth  in  RSA  31:105  Law  of  N.H. 

ARTICLE  32  -  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  accept,  on 
behalf  of  the  Town,  gifts,  legacies  and  devises  made  to  the  Town  in  trust  for  any 
public  purpose,  as  permitted  by  RSA  31:19. 

ARTICLE  33  -  It  was  voted  to  accept  the  provision  of  RSA  33:7,  providing  that 
any  town  at  an  annual  meeting  may  adopt  an  article  authorizing  indefinitely,  until 
specific  rescission  of  such  authority,  the  Selectmen  to  issue  tax  anticipation  notes. 

ARTICLE  34  -  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  pursuant  to  RSA 
31:95-e,  to  accept  gifts  of  personal  property,  other  than  money,  which  may  be 
offered  to  the  Town  for  any  public  purpose. 

ARTICLE  35  -  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  see  surplus 
goods  and  equipment  from  various  departments  at  public  auction  or  by  sealed  bid. 

ARTICLE  36  -  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  see  tax  deeded 
property,  except  water-front  property,  in  accordance  with  the  Public  Land  Acqui- 
sition Ordinance  adopted  March  11,  1986,  at  public  auction  or  by  sealed  bid. 

ARTICLE  37  -  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Tax  Collector  to  allow  a  deduction  of 
1  1/2%  from  Town  Property  Tax  when  payment  is  made  within  30  days  of  billing. 

ARTICLE  38  -  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00  for  A 
SAFE  PLACE,  a  private,  non-profit  organization  which  provides  emergency  shel- 
ter and  support  services  for  victims  of  domestic  violence  and  their  children.  A 
SAFE  PLACE  serves  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Kingston. 

ARTICLE  39  -  It  was  voted  to  make  the  entrance  to  Smallpox  Road  at  New  Bos- 
ton Road  subject  to  gates  and  bars. 

ARTICLE  40  -  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  for  the 
1994  July  4th  fireworks  display. 

ARTICLE  41  -  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  apply  for. 
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accept  and  expend  without  further  action  by  the  Town  Meeting,  money  from  the 
State,  Federal  or  other  governmental  unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes  avail- 
able during  the  1994  calendar  year  provided  that  such  expenditures  be  made  for 
purposes  for  which  a  Town  Meeting  may  appropriate  money  and  that  such  expen- 
ditures not  require  the  expenditure  of  other  Town  funds.  Further,  that  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  the  Municipal  Budget  Committee  hold  a  Public  hearing  prior  to 
accepting  and  spending  such  money. 

ARTICLE  42  -  Judith  Rubin  questioned  what  happened  to  the  A.D.A.  money  for 
the  Town  Hall,  voted  at  last  year's  Town  Meeting.  This  money  has  been  encum- 
bered and  work  will  be  done  by  June  30,  1994. 

David  Conant  asked  for  clarification  of  Article  3  ($9,000.00  for  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment Physical  Program). 

A  resolution  was  introduced  by  Jef  Flanders-McDougall  that  a  list  of  delinquent 
tax  payers  be  published  in  the  annual  Town  Report.  It  was  not  passed. 

It  was  voted  to  adopt  the  grand  total  of  the  budget  and  all  articles  at  $2,254,780.05. 
This  was  an  affirmation  of  the  total  sum  spent  at  Town  Meeting.  It  was  voted  to 
adjourn  at  9:55  P.M.

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KINGSTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

There  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  both  fire  and  ambulance  calls  for 
many  years  in  a  row.  This  year  is  no  exception.  There  were  close  to  20  more  fire 
calls,  and  an  additional  24  patients  were  seen  in  1994  than  1993.  The  total  fire 
calls  were  236,  and  a  total  of  391  ambulance  patients  where  seen  in  1994.  Al- 
though the  number  of  calls  increased  significantly,  the  number  of  serious  or  criti- 
cal calls  decreased  again  this  year. 

In  1994,  the  Kingston  Fire  Department  added  a  new  ambulance  to  its 
fleet.  This  is  the  first  time  in  over  1 8  years  that  the  Fire  Department  has  increased 
the  amount  of  apparatus  used  to  serve  the  town.  The  Fire  Wards  and  Fire  Officers 
continue  to  work  to  stay  with  our  vehicle  replacement  program.  This  plan  calls  for 
the  replacement  of  fire  trucks  on  or  about  20  years  of  service,  and  the  replacement 
of  ambulances  every  10  years  of  service.  The  Fire  Department  Management  sub- 
mitted this  plan  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Budget  Committee,  and  the  Plannng 
Board  back  in  1987,  and  has  updated  this  plan  yearly  for  budget  purposes  and 
capital  improvement  plans.  We  hope  to  keep  this  plan  intact  by  replacing  the 
current  1975  water  supply/pumper  (25-Engine  1).  The  pump  on  this  truck  is  in 
need  of  an  overhaul,  the  electrical  system  continues  to  have  problems,  and  the 
engine  is  unreliable.  25-Engine  1  has  been  a  constant  drain  on  our  repair  budget 
and  has  been  undependable  for  years.  We  hope  the  town  will  agree  that  it  is  time 
to  move  ahead,  and  as  always  we  will  work  hard  to  continue  to  keep  the  cost  of 
replacing  fire  and  medical  vehicles  down. 

With  the  steady  increase  of  calls  and  the  continued  decrease  in  daytime 
personnel,  there  is  a  constant  demand  on  fewer  and  fewer  people.  If  this  trend 
continues,  the  town  will  soon  have  to  put  on  full-time  employees  to  handle  day- 
time fire  and  ambulance  calls.  The  cost  associated  with  daytime  personnel  could 
be  covered  by  changing  our  current  ambulance  billing  to  include  all  patients  trans- 
ported to  the  hospital.  There  are  2  things  that  could  be  done  in  the  meantime  to 
slow  down  this  process.  First,  we  need  more  people  to  volunteer  who  are  avail- 
able to  handle  weekday  calls.  Second,  we  need  people  to  only  call  in  emergencies. 
In  many  cases  our  ambulance  responds  to  service  calls  or  non-emergency  calls 
that  could  be  handled  by  family  and  friends  or  private  agencies. 

The  downward  trend  of  severe  calls  is  very  welcome,  but  history  shows 
this  trend  is  not  likely  to  be  sustained  for  much  longer.  It  is  for  this  reason  the  Fire 
Department  will  continue  with  its  commitment  of  quality  training  and  education 
under  the  eye  of  Deputy  Chief,  Bill  Timmons.  Also,  an  aggressive  new  inspection 
program  has  been  put  together  headed  by  Deputy  Chief,  Bill  Seaman.  Emergency 
Medical  Services  Coordinator,  Michelle  Hart-Miller,  will  continue  to  work  hard 
to  expand  and  uphold  the  high  level  medical  care  the  citizens  of  Kingston  have 
come  to  expect.  The  commitment  of  all  the  Fire  and  EMS  members  and  continued 
support  of  the  town  has  helped  create  a  first-rate  call  fire  department  for  the  Town 
of  Kingston. 
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Lastly,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  townspeople,  businesses,  and  organi- 
zations who  have  supported  the  Kingston  Fire  Department  throughout  the  years. 
Without  this  support,  the  Fire  Department  would  not  be  able  to  provide  the  service 
and  commitment  to  the  citizens  of  Kingston.

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1994  REPORT  OF  TOWN  CLERK  -  TAX  COLLECTOR 

In  1 994  there  was  an  increase  of  $45, 1 80  in  Motor  Vehicle  revenue,  com- 
pared to  an  increase  of  $31,008  in  1993,  an  increase  of  $13,624  in  1992,  a  de- 
crease of  $19,862  in  1991,  a  decrease  of  $22,082  in  1990,  an  increase  of  $13,743 
in  1989  and  an  increase  of  $26,955  in  1988.  The  total  vehicles  registered  in  1994 
(7205)  shows  an  increase  of  214  from  1993.  Total  Town  Clerk  receipts  show  an 
increase  of  $46,640.47  over  1993.  Let's  hope  this  trend  continues  for  1995. 

The  following  Vital  Statistics  were  recorded;  39  Births,  44  Marriages 
and  36  Deaths,  indicating  an  increase  of  2  Births,  a  decrease  of  5  Marriages,  and 
an  increase  of  8  Deaths. 

The  Boat  Tax  Revenue  decreased  by  $246.88.  The  preprinted  forms  are 
mailed  to  all  Boat  Owners,  and  these  may  be  validated  in  Concord  or  at  our  office. 
If  you  come  to  Kingston,  the  Boat  Tax  stays  here  rather  than  going  to  Concord  for 
this  tax  portion. 

Less  dogs  were  licensed  in  1994  -  694  plus  13  groups,  compared  to  825 
plus  12  groups  in  1993,  872  plus  13  groups  in  1992,  and  886  and  13  groups  in 
1991,  and  774  and  10  groups  in  1990.  The  total  receipts  increased  by  $235.00.  In 
1995  the  Animal  Control  Officer,  Robert  Hayes,  will  still  be  looking  for  those 
dogs  that  have  never  been  licensed.  Thanks  to  Mr.  Hayes  for  his  cooperation. 
Check  your  licenses.  There  is  a  $1.00  per  month  penalty  added  after  May  31st. 
Fees  are:Males  and  Females  $9.00;  Neutered  Males  and  Spayed  Females  $6.50.  A 
Certificate  of  Rabies  must  be  shown  to  the  Town  Clerk. 

There  were  112  Voter  Registrations  accepted  at  my  office  during  the 
year,  as  well  as  17  Party  changes  and  10  name  changes.  We  do  this  work  in 
conjunction  with  the  Supervisors  of  the  Check  List. 

In  1994  there  were  three  elections:  Town  Meeting  March  8,  State  Pri- 
mary September  13,  State  General  Election  November  8th. 

There  will  be  one  election  in  1995  -  Town  Meeting  March  14.  Voting  is 
back  at  the  Town  Hall  -  upstairs.  The  building  is  now  handicapped  accessible  by 
using  the  rear  door  and  the  Wheelevator.  The  polls  are  open  from  10  A.M.  to  8 
P.M.  Absentee  ballots  are  available  for  anyone  who  is  physically  unable  to  come 
to  vote,  as  well  as  those  who  are  on  vacation,  working  out  of  town,  etc.  Call  for 
information  (642-3 1 12). 

Under  a  new  law  applying  to  State  Elections,  1 3  people  registered  to  vote 
on  the  day  of  the  Primary  and  28  on  the  State  General  Election. 

On  November  8th  it  was  voted  to  adopt  polling  hours  in  Kingston  at  all 
STATE  elections  beginning  with  the  1996  State  Primary,  opening  not  later  than  8 
o'clock  in  the  morning.  These  hours  do  not  apply  to  Town  Elections. 

Since  January  1,  1990,  only  the  Motor  Vehicle  Dept.  can  issue  20  day 
temporary  plates.  Our  office  can  still  service  everyone  by  issuing  renewal  decals, 
new  passenger  plates  (up  to  8000#),  motorcycle  plates,  trailer  plates,  as  well  as 
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transfers.  The  citizens  continue  to  be  very  appreciative  of  these  services,  which 
we  do  as  an  agent  for  the  State  of  N.H. 

We  have  continued  to  keep  the  census  figures  daiily,  and  as  of  December 
31,  1994,  the  population  was  6606  (an  inrease  of  179  since  last  year).  In  order  to 
keep  this  census  on  a  current  basis,  a  total  of  1305  entries  were  made. 

The  Property  Tax  Warrant  of  $6,448,  421.05  shows  a  decrease  of 
$462,536.5 1 .  As  of  December  3 1st,  89.22%  was  collected  (2.72%  more  than  last 
year),  leaving  a  balance  due  of  $695, 014. 58.  Partial  payments  are  accepted  at  any 
time.  Also,  prepayments  for  the  new  year  are  accepted  after  April  1st  of  that  year. 
Appreciation  to  all  for  making  the  tax  payments  promptly,  as  the  Town  needs  this 
for  the  daily  operation.  Many  of  the  balances  in  the  Lien  Process  have  been  re- 
duced significantly  again  in  1994.  This  year  the  12  %  interest  started  on  Decem- 
ber 1st,  and  will  continue  until  the  taxes  go  into  the  Lien  Process.  The  interest  then 
moves  to  18%  per  annum,  and  the  owner  has  two  tears  to  redeem  the  taxes.  The 
economic  situation  improved  in  1994. 

The  1994  tax  rate  was  set  by  Concord,  and  was  officially  received  in  my 
office  on  October  17th.  The  tax  bills  were  processed  and  in  the  mail  in  three  days 
(on  October  20th),  and  they  were  dated  Oxtober  2 1  st.  The  1  1/2%  discount  was  in 
effect  for  the  regular  30  day  period.  Actual  due  date  was  December  1st,  per  State 
Law.

many  services;  Building  Superintendent,  Alan  Krauss,  for  his  continued  numer- 
ous services;  also,  Jim  Rankin,  Don  Eadie  and  Maria  Haydock  for  their  continued 
professional  advice  on  the  computer.  Many  thanks  again  to  the  Deputy,  Holly 
Ouellette,  for  her  continued  complete  dedication  to  the  Town.  Her  expertise  with 
the  computer  system  and  all  the  many  other  office  talents  are  deeply  appreciated 
by  me  as  well  as  all  the  citizens.  Holly  is  also  a  Notary  Public.  Also,  thanks  to 
Eleanor  Childs  for  all  her  very  able  assistance  in  all  phases  of  the  "hundreds  of 
duties". 

As  Vice-Chairman  of  the  300th  Anniversary  Committee,  I  was  pleased 
to  serve  as  Souvenir  Chairman,  and  1  was  very  happy  to  see  the  big  success  of  this 
huge  event.  Many  thanks  to  EVERYONE.

Charles  A.  Bradley  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy.  All  other  Trustees  remained  the  same. 

Nine  new  perpetual  care  trust  funds  were  established  in  1994,  including 
perpetual  care  on  lots  purchased  in  past  years.  There  were  no  new  special  trust 
funds,  but  school  scholarship  funds  were  increased  by  the  addition  of  unused  in- 
come as  in  previous  years.  Earnings  of  special  trust  funds  were  disbursed  in  De- 
cember. 

Cemetery  maintenance  work  was  performed  by  George  Leate,  George 
Lothian  and  David  Peterson. 

We  were  saddened  by  the  sudden  death  of  George  Lothian  on  December 
23,1994.  He  will  be  greatly  missed.

The  duties  of  the  Kingston  Board  of  Adjustment  are  multiple:  to  grant 
variances,  to  allow  fair  use  of  a  person's  property  without  harming  another's,  to 
determine  if  an  error  has  been  made  in  the  decision  or  determination  of  a  Town 
Official  and  to  interpret  the  meaning  of  a  zoning  ordinance.  In  1994,  the  Board 
processed  eight  applications. 

The  board  extends  sincere  thanks  to  other  Town  Departments  and  Boards 
who  assist  us  with  their  expertise  and  advice.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  INSPECTOR 

In  1994,  the  Town  of  Kingston  issued  162  Building  Permits,  an  increase 
of  8  from  1993.  Of  these  permits,  15  were  for  new  single  family  homes,  a  de- 
crease of  9  from  1993.  There  v/as  also  one  multi-unit  dwelling  of  four  one  bed- 
room apartments. 

Commercially,  permits  were  issued  for  a  cellular  tower  and  a  golf  course 
club  house.  June,  1994  marked  the  grand  opening  of  the  Town's  long  awaited 
new  Police  Station. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  coming  year  will  bring  improved  economic  progress 
to  Kingston.

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SOLID  WASTE  TASK  FORCE 

The  Kingston  Solid  Waste  Task.  Force  continues  to  play  a  key  role  as  an 
advisory  committee  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  regarding  solid  waste  disposal, 
recycling  and  the  impending  closure  of  the  Town's  landfill.  The  year  1994  was 
the  first  complete  year  of  our  very  successful  curbside  recycling  program.  This 
year  also  saw  the  start  of  recycling  in  Kingston's  two  schools.  The  addition  of 
magazines,  catalogs  and  glossy  newspaper  inserts  to  the  curbside  recycling  pro- 
gram on  January  1 ,  1 995,  is  expected  to  significantly  reduce  the  volume  and  weight 
of  solid  waste  going  to  our  landfill.  We  continue  to  collect  corrugated  cardboard, 
tires,  scrap  metal  and  white  goods  at  the  landfill.  Waste  oil  is  being  collected  at 
the  highway  garage  and  is  used  to  heat  the  building.  Our  annual  furniture  and 
latex  paint  swap  was  another  success.  It  is  hoped  that  the  citizens  of  Kingston  will 
continue  to  use  these  opportunities  to  improve  our  environment  and  at  the  same 
time  become  used  to  recycling,  as  it  will  ultimately  become  a  very  important  part 
of  everyday  lives. 

The  Task  Force  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  continue  to  keep  abreast  of 
the  status  of  the  landfill  closure  plan  submitted  to  the  New  Hampshire  Department 
of  Environmental  Services  last  year.  As  of  January  1, 1995,  the  Town  of  Kingston 
has  not  received  a  mandated  closure  date  from  the  State.  Ground  water  monitor- 
ing at  the  landfill  is  an  ongoing  process.  Results  of  the  monitoring  continue  to 
indicate  that  ground  water  beneath  the  landfill  has  not  been  impacted. 

Once  again,  Kingston  participated  in  a  multi-town  hazardous  waste  col- 
lection day.  This  is  the  third  year  of  this  very  successful  program  that  the  Task 
Force  initiated  in  1992.  Continued  participation  is  another  way  of  keeping  our 
landfill  clean. 

The  Task  Force  will  continue  to  improve  and  expand  the  recycling  pro- 
gram. Our  long  term  goals  are  to  assist  the  Selectmen  in  implementing  the  landfill 
closure  and  planning  for  the  Town's  long  term  solid  waste  disposal  needs  once  the 
landfill  is  closed.

We 
hope  to  have  a  greater  community  input  in  1995! 

Our  Easter  Pre-School  Party  and  Halloween  Party  were  very  successful 
this  year  with  100-125  families  participating.  Events  were  held  at  Town  Hall. 

The  summer  playground  program  in  July  was  at  Bakie  School.  We  had  a 
very  successful  pre-school  program  which  we  hope  to  expand  in  1995.  The  grade 
school  program  will  change  in  1995  and  we  hope  to  continually  improve  all  events.

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CIVIL  DEFENSE  DEPARTMENT 

This  year  has  been  a  busy  one  for  Kingston's  Civil  Defense  Department. 
1994  was  a  drill  year  for  the  Seabrook  Nuclear  Power  Plant.  Three  drills  were 
conducted,  one  in  September,  November  and  December,  to  test  the  preparedness 
of  the  Town  of  Kingston  in  response  to  an  emergency  at  the  Nuclear  Power  Plant. 
With  the  cooperation  of  the  Fire  Department  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  a  new 
Emergency  Operations  Center  (EOC)  was  established  on  the  second  floor  of  the 
Fire  Department.  The  EOC  is  designed  to  be  fully  operational  within  a  matter  of 
minutes  thanks  to  a  suggestion  from  Rich  St.  Hilaire  to  have  phone  jacks  drop 
from  the  ceiling.  Seabrook  Station  provided  the  labor  and  materials  to  complete 
this  project. 

The  December  drill  was  graded  by  the  Federal  Emergency  Management 
Agency  (FEMA).  Kingston  hosted  an  observer  from  FEMA  who  had  thirty-two 
years  of  service  with  the  federal  government.  After  the  drill,  the  FEMA  observer 
informed  me  that  he  was  impressed  with  the  level  of  professionalism  and  enthusi- 
asm displayed  by  the  Town  of  Kingston.  I  am  fortunate  that  the  Town  of  Kingston 
is  blessed  with  such  talented  and  dedicated  personnel. 

I  would  like  to  publicly  thank  Larry  Rich  for  an  excellent  job  as  Trans- 
portation Coordinator.  Larry  volunteered  his  time  for  this  position,  which  is  one 
of  the  most  difficult  positions  for  the  drill,  and  performed  first  rate.  I  am  also 
grateful  to  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments.  Police  Chief  Neil  Parker,  Deputy 
Police  Chief  Don  Briggs,  Jr.  and  Fire  Chief  Norm  Hurley  have  provided  me  with 
valuable  assistance  and  advice  (Neil,  I  still  laugh  about  when  you  requested  the 
State  to  summon  the  National  Guard  to  catch  turkeys  from  the  simulated  truck 
accident  during  the  November  drill.)

We  met  our  budget  of  over  $150,000  through  donations,  in-kind  ser- 
vices, souvenir  sales,  raffles  and  a  small  charge  at  five  of  our  events.

The  first  article  asked  that  $10,000  of  the  remaining  bank  balance  be  placed  in  a 
trust  fund  to  be  used  as  seed  money  for  Kingston's  325th  Anniversary.  The  sec- 
ond asked  the  Townspeople  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  12  people  to  serve 
on  an  annual  celebration  committee.  And  the  third  asks  that  the  remaining  funds 
(in  excess  of  $14,000)  be  placed  in  an  expendable  trust  fund  to  be  used  as  seed 
money  for  annual  events.  Details  of  these  articles  are  in  the  warrant  in  this  annual 
report.

Lack  of  space  continues  to  impact  the  quality  of  library  services.  ,We 
have  to  withdraw  books  from  the  collection  regularly  to  make  room  for  more 
current  books.  The  figures  above  make  this  very  clear.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
voted  during  their  April  meeting  to  form  a  Library  Expansion  and  Building 
Committee  to  address  the  fast  growing  literary  needs  of  the  Town.  The  architec- 
ture of  the  existing  building  is  outstanding  and  a  nationally  registered  landmark. 
To  make  it  handicapped  accessible  as  it  stands  today  will  be  extremely  expen- 
sive and  create  architectural  risk  to  the  building.  Further,  by  law,  this  was 
supposed  to  have  been  done  several  years  ago.  Expansion  plans  include  ready 
accessiblity  for  handicapped.  The  space  demands  for  Kingston's  entry  into  the 
informational  age  exploration  of  "cyberspace"  will  also  be  met. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  Encore  Theater  presented  a  check  to 
the  library  for  the  purchase  of  a  computer  for  the  children's  room.  The  com- 
puter was  purchased  and  is  regularly  used  by  people  of  all  ages.  It  is  a  great 
addition  according  to  Linda  Matson,  Children's  Librarian.

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REPORT  OF  THE  KINGSTON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

This  has  been  a  year  of  Miurry  up  and  wait."  The  KCC  has  been  busy 
writing  land  management  plans  and  grant  applications.  The  bad  news  is  that  the 
process  is  very  slow  and  we  have  lost  some  key  volunteers.  In  the  interest  of 
public  safety,  the  opening  of  new  conservation  lands  was  postponed  due  to  the 
increase  of  rabies  in  our  local  wild  animal  population.  The  good  news  is  that 
several  grants  for  1995  have  been  acquired! 

Through  the  efforts  of  KCC  members  Renee  Phaneuf  and  Al  Magnusson, 
the  Nature  Trail  has  been  completed  on  Bakie  School  grounds  and  adjacent  Town 
property.  The  ''Project  Wild"  grant  was  awarded  by  the  NH  Fish  and  Game  Dept. 
for  trail  development  and  educational  supplies.  UNH  Extension  Forester  Phil  Auger 
has  assisted  both  in  trail  design  and  a  teacher  training  workshop,  "Project  Learn- 
ing Tree".  Many  thanks  to  Bakie  School  teachers  and  parents  who  have  put  in 
many  hours  of  their  own  time  developing  outdoor  studies. 

Congratulations  to  16  very  dedicated  volunteers  who  have  been  giving 
their  time  to  a  4  year  lake  water  sampling  program,  in  cooperation  with  NHDES 
Limnology  Dept.  Your  efforts  have  paid  off!  NHDES  has  received  an  EPA  "Clean 
Water"  grant  to  do  a  comprehensive  2  year  study  of  Great  Pond  (Kingston  Lake) 
and  its  watershed.  The  Town  responsibility  is  to  continue  to  provide  volunteers, 
who  will  be  trained  by  DES  for  the  new  study.  This  project  is  being  coordinated 
by  KCC  member  Dave  Ingalls. 

Through  a  joint  effort  of  the  KCC,  Selectmen  and  Planning  Board, 
Kingston  has  received  a  50/50  matching  fund  grant  with  the  Rockingham  Plan- 
ning Commission  to  review  and  revise  our  water  resources  maps.  Kingston  has 
also  been  chosen  as  a  demonstration  town  for  a  new  wetlands  evaluation  method. 
Kingston  volunteers  will  be  trained  and  assisted  by  RPC  and  the  Audubon  Society 
in  updating  a  1977  wetlands  study.  The  new  study  maps  and  wetlands  inventory 
will  be  used  to  update  our  Town  Master  Plan  and  Town  Ordinances.

REPORT  OF  THE  HUMAN  SERVICES  DEPARTMENT 

The  Human  Services  Office  continued  to  serve  many  residents  in  1994. 
Many  clients  are  still  unemployed  and  unable  to  meet  their  expenses.  Famihes  still 
require  assistance  with  everyday  needs  such  as  fuel,  rent,  food  and  utilities.  The 
Human  Service  Office  offers  help  in  all  these  areas. 

The  Human  Services  Dept.  also  operates  a  Food  Pantry  which  is  made  up 
entirely  of  donations.  There  is  no  cost  to  the  Town.  In  1994,  the  Food  Pantry 
provided  many  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  food  baskets  as  well  as  toys  for  the 
children  at  Christmas. 

Through  our  office,  the  Salvation  Army  provided  gift  packages  for  Se- 
nior Citizens.  These  were  distributed  at  the  Monday  Senior  Luncheon. 

The  Kingston  Area  Junior  Women's  Club  donated  many  wrapped  games 
and  toys  for  the  children. 

One  morning  in  December,  the  Bakie  School  teachers  marched  90  to  100 
children  to  the  Town  Hall.  Each  child  had  some  food  item  to  donate  to  the  Food 
Pantry.  It  was  a  pleasure  to  explain  the  operation  of  the  Food  Pantry  to  this  won- 
derful group. 

Exeter  Hospital's  Public  Relations  Dept.  donated  gift  certificates  for  the 
elderly.

First  and  foremost  1  would  like  to  thank  you  all  for  your  support  at  the 
annual  Town  Meeting  and  the  Special  Town  Meeting.  Due  to  another  severe 
winter  it  was  necessary  to  increase  the  snow  removal  and  salt  lines  at  the  annual 
meeting  and  during  the  special  meeting  you  overwhelmingly  approved  the  pur- 
chase of  a  1985  International  540  loader,  purchased  from  a  Federal  Government 
Surplus  program. 

The  Highway  Dept.  had  another  busy  winter  in  1994.  We  were  called 
out  on  47  different  occasions  to  plow,  salt  and  sand  the  town  roads.  We  had 
approximately  94  inches  of  snow.  However,  we  had  two  severe  ice  storms  in 
January  that  were  the  killers.  1  have  never  seen  a  torrential  downpour  while  it  was 
only  10  degrees  F  and  hope  I  never  see  it  again  (at  least  not  while  1  am  Road 
Agent). 

The  spring,  summer  and  fall  were  pretty  routine  with  the  usual  brush 
cutting,  mowing,  patching  and  repairing  of  roads  and  equipment.  A  large  part  of 
the  budget  was  spent  on  the  rebuilding  of  Little  River  Road. 

We  now  have  two  plow/dumptrucks  that  are  9  years  old  and  are  showing 
their  age.  The  1986  Chevy  has  a  lot  of  body  rot  and  has  engine  problems,  it  needs 
replacement  next  year.  1  hope  you  will  support  funding  the  appropriate  capital 
reserve  fund. 

Kingston  is  an  ever  growing  community  with  more  miles  of  roads  added 
to  the  town  map  every  year  that  need  to  be  maintained.  The  Highway  Dept.  is 
doing  what  we  can  to  keep  up  by  taking  advantage  of  Federal  and  State  surplus 
equipment  and  tools  when  it  becomes  available.  Presently  we  are  in  need  of  a 
personal  computer  (IBM  386  compatible)  or  better.  This  could  be  a  good  tax  write 
off  for  you  if  you're  able  to  donate  one.

REPORT  OF  ROCKINGHAM  COMMUNITY  ACTION 

Rockingham  Community  Action  (RCA)  is  a  private,  non-profit  corpora- 
tion. Our  mission  is  to  serve  the  multitude  of  needs  of  Rockingham  County's  low- 
income  residents  by  assisting  them  in  coping  with  the  hardships  of  poverty,  giving 
them  the  tools  to  lift  themselves  out  of  poverty  and  seeking  to  eradicate  the  root 
causes  of  poverty.  RCA  has  been  addressing  these  needs  for  twenty-nine  years. 

Greater  Raymond  Community  Action  Center  is  an  outreach  office  of  RCA 
that  serves  residents  of  Kingston  and  12  other  communities,  and  as  such  acts  as 
Kingston's  central  resource  for  information  regarding  all  available  human  ser- 
vices. RCA  also  offers  intake,  clinic  and  distribution  sites  in  over  half  of  the 
county's  thirty-seven  communities  for  the  application  and  provision  of  various 
Community  Action  services. 

Community  Action  provides  a  wide  range  of  services  that  are  unduplicated 
elsewhere  in  the  county.  Most  of  these  services  meet  immediate,  critical  needs 
and  all  have  a  direct  and  positive  impact  on  people's  lives.  The  following  services 
were  provided  by  Community  Action  to  eligible  residents  of  Kingston  from  July 
1,  1993  to  through  June  30,  1994. 

72  households  received  Fuel  Assistance,  a  program  that  provided  a  fi- 
nancial grant  of  up  to  $650  to  income  eligible  households  to  assist  with  energy- 
related  expenses. 

3  housholds  received  NH  Cares,  Senior  Energy  Assistance  Services  of 
Neighbor  Helping  Neighbor,  programs  that  provided  financial  grants  of  up  to  $250 
for  fuel  and  utility  emergencies  for  households  not  eligible  for  the  Fuel  Assistance 
Program. 

2  homes  were  weatherized  through  the  Weatherization  or  Energy  Man- 
agement Services  Programs,  which  provide  high  quality  energy  conservation  ma- 
terials and  skilled  labor  to  weatherize  homes  of  income-eligible  and  high  quality 
energy-using  households  in  order  to  reduce  heating  costs  and  conserve  energy. 

29  children  and  day  care  providers  participated  in  the  Family  Day  Care 
Program,  which  provides  training  and  technical  assistance  to  day  care  providers 
and  sponsorship  of  the  USDA  Child  and  Adult  Care  Food  Program. 

5  child  care  referrals  were  arranged  through  the  Child  Care  Resource  and 
Referral  Program,  which  compiles  current  data  on  all  available  child  care  options, 
provides  child  care  referrals  to  employees  of  participating  companies  as  well  as  to 
the  general  public,  and  expands  the  supply  of  quality  child  care  by  recruiting, 
training  and  assisting  new  child  care  providers. 

260  hours  of  service  were  provided  through  Family  Support  Programs, 
which  provide  social  services,  transportation  and  preventive  day  care  to  support 
and  stabilize  families  at  risk  of  child  abuse. 

65  women,  infants  and  children  received  help  through  the  WIC  or  Com- 
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munity  Supplemental  Food  Programs,  which  offer  supplemental  nutritious  foods, 
nutrition  education,  breastfeeding  support  and  health  care  referrals  to  pregnant 
women,  nursing  mothers,  infants  and  children  up  to  the  age  of  five  (six  for  CSFP). 

2  children  were  enrolled  in  Head  Start,  a  comprehensive  early  childhood 
development  program  that  provides  education,  health  care  and  family  support  ser- 
vices to  income  eligible  pre-school  children  and  their  families. 

219  food  allotments  were  provided  through  the  Surplus  Food  Program, 
which  distributes  USDA  surplus  food  to  eligible  households  through  mass  distri- 
butions held  four  times  each  year. 

4  emergency  food  allotments  were  provided  through  the  Emergency  Food 
Pantry,  a  program  that  provides  a  temporary  emergency  supply  of  non-perishable 
food  to  households  facing  economic  hardship. 

3  households  received  Crisis  Services,  programs  that  provide  one-time 
financial  grants  for  the  payment  of  rent,  mortgage,  electricity,  fuel  or  other  basic 
necessities  for  those  in  emergency  situations. 

In  addition  to  these  major  programs,  much  of  our  staff  time  is  devoted  to 
working  with  people  who  come  to  us  seeking  help.  During  the  past  year,  we 
logged  1 74  calls  or  visits  from  Kingston  residents,  many  of  which  were  crisis  calls 
involving  fuel  or  utility  problems,  the  lack  of  food  or  clothing,  or  general  financial 
needs.  By  working  closely  together  with  local  and  state  welfare  administrators, 
fuel  and  utility  companies,  other  human  service  agencies  and  interested  clergy  and 
civic  groups,  we  are  able  to  link  those  in  need  with  the  services  available  to  them. 

The  services  provided  by  our  staff,  together  with  the  programs  provided 
by  our  agency,  have  a  direct  and  significant  effect  on  Kingston's  welfare  budget. 
If  our  services  were  decreased  due  to  lack  of  funding,  the  town  would  experience 
a  resulting  increase  in  requests  for  local  welfare  assistance. 

Since  the  services  we  provide  greatly  relieve  the  towns  we  serve  of  the 
full  financial  burden  of  providing  for  the  needs  of  their  low-income  residents,  we 
ask  every  community  we  serve  to  make  a  financial  contribution  to  our  agency 
based  upon  the  level  of  service  we  have  provided  to  its  residents.  The  amount  we 
request  equals  4.5%  of  the  total  dollar  value  of  services  we  provided  durmg  the 
previous  fiscal  year,  which  means  that  we  request  $4.50  for  every  $100.00  we 
provided  in  direct  services. 

From  July  1,  1993  through  June  30,  1994,  Community  Action  provided 
$123,583  in  services  to  Kingston  residents.  We  are  therefore  requesting  the  town 
of  Kingstson  to  contribute  4.5%  of  this  amount,  or  $5,561 .  The  town  of  Kingston 
has  contributed  to  our  agency  for  many  years,  and  we  extend  our  appreciation  to 
you  for  your  continued  support.

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KINGSTON  HIGHWAY  SAFETY  COMMITTEE 
1994  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  in  January  1994  established  the  Kingston  High- 
way Safety  Committee  in  response  to  the  double  fatality  that  occurred  at  the  New 
Boston  Road  intersection  in  December  1993.  The  purpose  of  the  Committee  was 
to  identify  the  most  serious  traffic  safety  problems  along  Route  125  in  Kingston. 
The  Committee's  research  revealed  that  during  the  period  between  January  1988 
through  December  1992  there  were  294  accidents,  involving  231  vehicles,  injur- 
ing 192  individuals  and  resulting  in  9  fatalities  on  Route  125.  Although  the  Com- 
mittee does  not  have  the  complete  accident  statistics  for  1993  or  1994,  we  have 
had  a  total  of  1 1  fatalities  in  the  last  six  years  when  we  include  the  1993  double 
fatality.  The  Committee  identified  New  Boston  Road,  Route  107N  jug  handle  and 
the  Hunt  Road/Newton  Junction  Road  area  as  the  sites  of  Kingston's  most  serious 
accidents. 

The  Committee  determined  that  the  New  Boston  Road  intersection  should 
be  its  first  priority  because  there  have  been  three  fatalities  directly  at  this  intersec- 
tion and  two  others  in  which  the  intersection  was  a  factor.  The  Board  of  Select- 
men and  members  of  the  Committee  have  met  with  Department  of  Transportation 
personnel  to  discuss  this  matter.  At  this  time  the  Department  of  Transportation 
has  determined  that  the  accident  data  does  not  support  the  installation  of  the  traffic 
light.  The  Department  of  Transportation  is  reviewing  its  decision  because  they 
may  not  have  reviewed  all  the  accident  information  available.  The  Department 
has  stated  that  based  on  their  traffic  projections  this  intersectoin  will  likely  require 
signals  in  1997-98,  given  the  current  traffic  patterns.  The  Committee  continues  to 
pursue  this  issue  because  we  feel  that  the  signals  are  needed  immediately  to  pre- 
vent serious  accidents  and  needless  death.  At  Town  Meeting  you  will  be  asked  to 
approve  a  warrant  article  that  sets  aside  the  $15,000  approved  at  the  1994  Town 
Meeting  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  installation  of  the  light  so  that  this  money  will  be 
available  when  the  project  is  approved. 

The  Route  107N  Jug  Handle  has  been  the  site  of  a  number  of  serious 
accidents.  Discussions  with  the  Department  of  Transportation  revealed  that  they 
had  completed  a  redesign  of  this  area  three  years  ago.  This  plan  includes  remov- 
ing the  jug  handle,  create  a  left-hand  turn  lane  and  streamlining  the  other  connect- 
ing roadways.  The  Department  of  Transportation  has  indicated  that  this  project  is 
not  within  the  Department's  five  year  plan.  It  is  our  goal  to  have  this  project 
moved  up  on  the  timeline  but  again  we  are  faced  with  the  situation  that  this  inter- 
section does  not  meet  any  of  the  Department's  standards  that  would  make  it  prior- 
ity. It  is  our  goal  to  have  this  project  added  to  the  Transportation  Improvement 
Plan  1997-1999  for  Rockingham  County  which  would  require  that  this  work  be 
performed.  Kingston  would  be  required  to  pay  one  third  of  the  cost  of  this  project, 
an  estimated  share  of  $35,000. 

The  Hunt  Road  and  Newton  Junction  Road  area  presents  a  very  unusual 
situation.  Today  neither  location  meets  the  standards  for  a  traffic  light  according 
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to  the  Department  of  Transportation.  Both  Town  and  State  officials  have  agreed 
that  in  order  to  correct  the  unsafe  conditions  at  this  site  one  of  these  roads  would 
need  to  be  relocated  to  create  a  true  intersection.  These  are  town  roads  and  would 
require  that  Kingston  bare  the  bulk  of  the  costs  to  correct  this  situation.  The  Com- 
mittee at  this  point  is  attempting  to  gather  additional  information  before  it  pro- 
ceeds with  a  recommendation. 

The  way  in  which  highway  projects  will  be  approved  in  the  future  is 
changing.  The  State  is  placing  more  emphasis  on  regional  transportation  planning 
rather  than  individual  town  needs.  Earlier  I  referred  to  the  Transportation  Im- 
provement Plan  which  is  published  every  two  years.  That  plan  will  determine 
which  projects  will  be  worked  on  by  the  Department  of  Transportation.  It  is  es- 
sential that  Kingston's  concerns  be  addressed  in  that  plan.  The  State  also  issues  a 
Long  Range  Transportaton  Plan,  which  serves  as  a  ten  year  planning  tool  for  the 
region.  The  Long  Range  Plan  currently  calls  for  a  study  of  Route  125  from  the 
Westville  Bridge  in  Plaistow,  north  five  miles  to  the  intersection  of  South  Main 
Street  and  Route  125  (Kingston  Fairgrounds).  The  study  is  scheduled  to  begm  in 
2009.  Today  Kingston's  Planning  Board  is  forced  to  make  decisions  concerning 
the  development  of  Route  125  without  the  benefit  of  knowing  the  recommenda- 
tions of  that  study.  The  Committee  would  like  to  see  this  study  extended  to  in- 
clude the  entire  8.1  miles  of  Route  125  in  Kingston  and  that  it  be  made  a  priority  in 
the  next  Transportation  Improvement  Plan.  If  this  can  be  accomplished  the  study 
would  be  conducted  in  1997  not  2003.  The  Committee  plans  to  work  closely  with 
Plaistow  officials  on  this  issue.

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KINGSTON  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  purpose  of  the  Kingston  Planning  Board  is  to  promote  orderly  growth, 
to  protect  the  Town's  natural  resources  and  to  maintain  its  character. 

This  year  the  Board  held  fourteen  public  hearings  where  they  reviewed 
thirteen  site  plans,  one  lot  line  adjustment  and  three  gravel  pit  renewals.  The 
Board  also  approved  seven  "invisible  businesses"  and  began  work  on  a  policy  for 
auto  service  and  sales  businesses. 

Our  earlier  efforts  in  passing  an  Aquifer  Protection  Ordinance  were  lent 
greater  importance  when  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  released  a  new 
hydrogeological  report  that  declared  the  aquifer  under  Kingston  and  East  Kingston 
the  "most  significant  in  the  study  area".  Computer  models  of  a  drawdown  showed 
a  large  capacity  present.  We  hope  our  ordinance  protects  it  for  future  use. 

We  will  be  updating  the  Master  Plan  in  1995  with  particular  emphasis  on 
the  Water  Resources  Chapter  now  that  we  have  updated  data. 

The  Planning  Board,  like  many  Town  Departments,  is  staffed  by  resi- 
dents who  volunteer  their  time  to  serve  the  community.  Again,  this  year,  we  are 
fortunate  to  have  had  the  services  of  a  part-time  professional  planner  to  assist  the 
Board  in  its  duties.  Mr.  Glenn  Greenwood  is  the  Circuit  Rider  Planner  whose 
services  we  contract  form  the  Rockingham  Planning  Commission.  He  continues 
to  be  an  invaluable  resource  to  the  Board  in  that  he  reviews  all  incoming  plans  and 
applications,  holds  office  hours  in  the  Town  Hall  so  that  the  public  has  regular 
access  to  the  Board,  attends  all  Planning  Board  meetings  for  guidance  and  support 
and  is  the  primary  liaison  to  other  departments  on  behalf  of  the  Board. 

We  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  other  Town  Departments  for  their  coopera- 
tion and  assistance  in  helping  the  Planning  Board  accomplish  its  goals.  A  special 
"thank  you"  goes  to  the  Planning  Board  members  who  give  freely  of  their  time, 
energy  and  ideas  in  service  to  the  Town  and  to  those  Kingston  residents  who  take 
the  time  to  attend  meetmgs  and  participate  in  the  planning  process.  Thank  you  all 
for  your  support.
